Commencement of building construction on the Alondra park 
campus of El Camlno Junior college was definitely assured Thurs­ 
day night by action of the college Board of Trustees In special 
meeting at which a contract was awarded to the Galllnger Con­ 
struction Company of Gardena for the 'reconstruction of Army

Air base buildings recently*   
donated to the college by the j
Federal government.

The bid of the Gallinger Com­ 
pany of $132,873.00 was the
lowest of five bids submitted
and assurance has been given by
the contractor that work will
commence on Monday and that
the work will be completed with-
in four months. 

These buildings when completed
will afford the college scven- 

iteen classrooms, library, cafete- 
f ha, sludent store and adminis­ 

trative offices. In addition tne
Board of Trustees authorized
Business Manager Carl Arfw^d-
son (o advertise immediately for
bids for ten additional class­ 
rooms, two chemistry laborati>
ries and lecture room, a musi:
building and shower and lock-T
room facilities fo

Since the first of February the Son- 
tag and Whelan drug stores have bean 
closed In Torrance.

Since the first of July J. C. Penney 
Co. and J. J. Newbtrry 5 and 10 store 
have been closed in Torrance.

These stores were- closed in a dis­ 
pute over wages between the- owners 
and operators of the stores and Haskell 
Tidwe-ll, Secretary-manager of the San 
Pedro Retail Clerks' Union.

In 1945 and 1946 Penney's and 
Newberry's were closed almost a y&ar 
in a dispute with the same union.

On July 17, 1946, the Torrance 
He-raid negotiated a contract between 
Haskell Tidwell and the stores.

Our efforts to settle the Sontag and 
Whelan dispute with Tidw&ll the first part 
of this year met with failure.

Our effort to settle the Penney and 
Ne-ivberry dispute with Tidwell since July 
3 of this year has met with failure.

early Friday, Sept. 19.

There he saw Councilman Gil­ 
bert and, .off duty at the time, 
Police Officer Carmel Cook 
wrestling. This Is something 
that Cook and Gilbert often 
do, he said.

Being an exponent of the 
manly art of wrestling, Sher­ 
fey said, he joined In the af­ 
fair, and It continued outside 
the Sports Club bar, In the 
alley.

He said that Gilbert was 
hurt and that he (Sherfey) suf­ 
fered a minor scratch on the 
nose. He denied his clothes 
were ruined, as reported In 
the Herald- last week, declar­ 
ing that they were only 
disheveled and ripped about 
the shoulder.

He Insisted that the "wrest I- 
Ing match" was not a brawl, 
and that It was all in sporting 
fun staged In the spirit of u 
friendly scuffle.

Gilbert previously had said 
that he, too, earlier had been 
In Long Beach, but .Sherfey and 
Gilbert were not In company
